Springfield, O., March 25.—The may- 
or of Dayton in an appeal made to the 
mayor of this city, reported tonight that 
the water is thirteen feet deep in the 
union station in Dayton, and that, ac- 
cording to uncenfirmed reports, 5,000 
lives have been lost and fully 80,000 are 
homeless.: 


SUBVIVOR TELLS CONDITIONS, 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 25.—A Weetern 
Union telegraph operator at Brookville, O., 

| ication with the 
Associated Press office here. He said: 

“ Practically half of Dayton, O., is under 
water for thirty to forty feet. At the low- 
est estimate 200 lives have been lost. The 
city is without electric lights, street car 
service, or water service. It is impossible 
to estimate the damage. There is much 
suffering, and the people are in need of food 
and clothing. All bridges have been swept 
away. There is no communication with the 
outside world. 

“Many persons were caught in their 
homes with all avenues of escape cut off. 
The water still is rising and a heavy rain 
falling.” 


WATER THIRTY FEET DEEP 

Brooksville, O., March 25.—The last man 
to arrive tonight from Dayton, twelve miles 
east of here, verifies the report that the water 
is thirty feet deep in the business center of 
the city and running like a millrace. 

He asserts a hundred persons have been 
drowned. Many of them lost their lives 
when boats in which they were rescuing per- 
sons marooned in the second and third stories 
of office buildings were upset by the rapid 
current, 

He reported that ten militiamen on guard 
at the levee were carried downstream and 
drowned when the embankment gave way. 


AT MERCY OF FLOOD, 

Cincinnati, O.. March 25.—[Special.]— 
Dayton, a city of 116,000 inhabitants, to- 
night is at the mercy of one of the biggest 
floods in American history. 

Scattering telegraph and telephone mes- 
gages received here say the whole of the 
business section and much of the residen- 
tial section is under water. 

Four large streams which join in the heart 
of the city have burst their dikes. Then the 
dam of a huge reservoir burst, sending a 
wall of water many feet high down on the 
city. : 

NUMBER OF DEAD UNENOWN. 

The number of dead cannot be learned. 
Conservative estimates place the figure 
at sixty or more. Others, coming by 
roundabout ways, run the figures into 
thousands. 

A message received at 7 o’clock tonight 
gaid that 80,000 persons were homeless, 
and that the water is fifteen feet high in 
the center of Dayton. It was still raining 
and the river rising. 

At Wyoming street, three miles from 
which has heretofore been considered the 
danger line, water is running eight feet 
deep. 

FIRE ADDS TO PERITS. 

Fire has added its perils to that of the 
flood. 

Hundreds of blazes have started in the 
wrecked buildings and the débris piled up 
by the! waters. 

One report said there was a large fire 
blazing in the plant of the National Cash 
Register company, which is situated inan 
outlying section.

FOUR STREAMS SWEEP DAYTON. 

Dayton is at the mercy of four streams. 
Three rivers—the Big Miami, the Still- 
water, and the Mad—join there with an- 
other smaller stream known as Wolf 
creek. 

For the most part the city Hes on a 
level flat, with the four streams meeting 
almost in the heart of the place. The 
city is protected by a levee twenty-five 
feet high. 

The levee holding back the Miami river 
broke about 6 o’clock yesterday morning, 
and the flood was augmented by the rap- 
idly rising waters of the other three 
streams, and finally rendered uncontrol- 
lable by the breaking of the reservoir 
fifty miles above Dayton. 

BODIES FLOATING IN STREETS. 

Telephone communication was estab- 
lished for a few minutes tonight. This 
message said water stood twenty to forty 
feet deep in the streets. 

A telephone operator in the Dayton of- 
fice said bodies were floating past the 
window of the office. 

The telephone operator at Liberty, O., 
a sinall town several miles west of Day- 
ton, reiterated the story told by the Day- 
ton operator. Just before the wire to 
Liberty failed the operator said the levee 
near the Main street bridge had just gone 
out and the water was pouring into the 
town like a tidal wave. He asked that 
aid be rushed to the town, 

SAYS “ MIRACLE SAVED MANY.” 

Frank Brandon, vice president of the 
Dayton, Lebanon, and Cincinnati railroad, 
succeeded in establishing a telegraph wire 
from Dayton to Lebanon. He says the 
situation is beyond all control. 

“What the people need most of all is 
boats.” said Mr. Brandon. “ The water is 
high in every street, and assistance in sim- 
ply out of the question. My superintendent 
at Dayton told me that at least sixty had 
perished and probably a great many more, 
at the same time assuring me that unless | 


happened the death list would run consid- 
erably higher. 

“We are rigging up several special trains, 
and will make every effort possible to get 
into Dayton tonight.” 

CLOUDBURST ENDS ALL WIRES. 

A wcloudburst between Cincinnati and 
Dayton this evening washed out the Penn- 
sylvania railroad track in three places and 
brought down the only telegraph wire be- 
tween the two cities. 

A relief train over the Pennsylvania road 
with 100 boats, food, tents, nurses, and med- 
ical supplies was forced to remain in Cin- 
cinnati because of the washouts. 

The Big Four plans to send a relief train 
to Dayton from Cleveland tomorrow morn- 
ing as soon as the track can be made fit to 
carry it. 

The telegraph company has been informed 
by the railroads that no train from any direc- 
tion can get into Dayton. It was reported 
at the same time that all trains out of Oin- 
cinnati have been annulled. 

PHONE GIRL TELLS DISASTER. 

Columbus, O., March 25.—Gov. Cox was 
in direct communication with Dayton short- 
ly before 2 o'clock. The young woman tele- 
phone operator told the govermor that she 
was the last one left in the exchange. 

She said that as she was talking to him 
the Leonard building opposite the city hall 
had just collapsed with many persons in it. 

Many other buildings, she said, had col- 
lapsed. The businese section of the city, 
she said, was seven feet in water. 

The Daily News, owned by Gov. Cox, was 
deep in water, but was holding out against 
the flood. 

IMPOSSIBLE TO SEND AID. 

Because of the proportions of the flood 
it is impossible to enter Dayton, and 
efforts to relieve the suffering are almost 
wholly confined to those of the populace. 

Estimates of the number of dead from 
the flood there range from 25 to 75, and 
while the principal streets of that city 
are inundated in from ten to fourteen feet 
of water, the Miami river, given impetus 
by the breaking of the Loramie dam in 
Ghelby county, continues on its mad ram-

Fires in three large aches raged for 
many hours, and for a time threatened a 
considerable portion of the district. Be- 
cause of the flood firemen were unable to 
respond to the appeals for arsistance. 


Dam Bursts Above Akron. 

A big dam a short distance north of 
Akron, O., burst and horsemen were hur- 
ried throughout the valley in different di- 
rections to warn the people of the im- 
pending danger. Hundreds of farmers 
with their families fled to higher ground. 

Adding a degree of horror to the al- 
ready unfavorable situation at Cincinnati, 
that city experienced a cloudburst yester- 
day, which started the gauge in the Ohio 
river rising rapidly, and for a time flood- 
ed many of the streets. 

Two bridges over the White river were 
carried away at Valley Junction, a short 
distance below Cincinnati. Families liv- 
ing in the lowlands below Milford were 
warned in time and fied to higher ground 
before the sweep of waters reached that 
place. 

Sidney is reported to have been partly de- 
stroyed. Twenty-three bodies which swept 
down the Big Miami past Troy are said to 
have come from Sidney. 

The great bridge over the Miami river 
at Middletown, O., went out this after- 
noon.

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RATLROAD TRAINS 
HALTED BY FLOOD 


Pennsylvania Lines Knocked 
Out of Commission for 
Hundreds of Miles. 


BIG FOUR ALSO SUFFERS. 


The Pennsylvania lines east of Chicago 
went out of commission yesterday, and after 
noon it was impossible to buy tickets for 
most of the points through Indiana and Ohio. 
Washouts along the main lines forced the 
diversion of traffic between Chicago and 
New York to the Lake Shore railway tracks 
for the entire stretch from Cleveland, O., to 
Gary, Ind In the evening the Pennsylvania 
traffic managers were informed there might 
be difficulty in handling that traffic any 
longer, and there was serious danger of be- 
ing shut off entirely from eoprern communi- 
cation. 

The Penn@vivania’s weaterh division was 
put out of service late in the afternocn, and 
all traffic between Delphos and Cressline 
was broken. Brief diepatches said there 
were several washouts and possibility of 
more. 

Annotneement from the Big Four at 9p. m. 
was that all through service had been cut 
off. This put an end to the Monon traffic 
south of Lafayette, Ind.; as well. The Monon 
tracks were torn out at Louisville, Ky., and 
endangered at so many points to the north 
that the trains were carried over the Big 
Four tracks up to the time that road was 
forced to suspend traffic. 


Doubtful About Repairs. ; 

“We have no way of telling when repairs 
will be made,’ said the Pennsylvania officials 
in charge at night. The Pennsylvania limit- 
ed, which leaves each day as regularly as the 
clock reaches 5:30. broke its record today and 
did not pull out until 8 o'clock. That wil be 
forced to use the Lake Shore tracks most 
of the way to New York. 

“The Lake Shore told us a short time ago 
we might look for further trouble, and we 
have reason for worry.

“In none of the othere have I received a 
scratch. I have made dareful observations 
and I have never seen anything that com 
pared with the drain on life and property 
wrought by the tornado that passed through 
Omaha Sunday. Take the three others and 
bunch them together and then the compari- 
son could not be made too strong. 

* Had the fire not followed the earthquake 
in San Francisco the loss of life and property 
would not have been great; the tornadoes in 
St. Paul and St. Louis were summer zephyrs 
when lined up beside the Omaha storm. 
“Pam conversant with the history of wind- 
storms and 1 can say the Omaha storm was 
one of the worst, if not the worst, in history. 
People here do not realize the magnitude of 
the storm. 

“As a general thing windstorms jump 
about, destroying property in spots and tak- 
ing lives at rare intervais. The Omaha twist- 
er seems to have kept to the ground after it 
struck, leaving nothing but death) and de- 
struction in its path.

INSPIRED BY OMAHA CASE 


Plight of Stricken Cities Should 
Be Made Known, Although 
All Wires Are Down... 


Congressman Charles M. Thomson of Chi- 
cago plans to introduce into the house a bill 
providing for the erection of an adequate 
system of wireless telegraph to be owned and 
operated by the government all over the 
United States. 

The proposed bill was inspired by the situa- 
tion which cut off Omaha, hit by a cyclone, 
from the outside world, and Dayton, sub- 
merged by a flood. The measure is proposed 
to make it possible for a stricken city te 
make known its plight although the tele- 
graph and telephone wires be down and use- 
less. 

Delay in sending food and clothes, medical 
aid, and fire equipment may be obviated. The

or telephone wire.’

LEWIS CAN’T GIVE VOTES. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill, March 25.—[Special.]— 
Lawrence Y. Shenman—in an effort to break 
the senatorial deadiock—announced his wil- 
lingness, so far as he was concerned person- 
ally, to effect an alliance with the Democrats 
and to take the short term with Col. James 
Hamilton Lewis as the long term senator. 

The anhouncement was made upon the 
floor of the joint session by Representative 
Homer J. Tice, speaking for Mr. Sherman 
just. befote the fourteenth joint ballot. It 
was made with the condition that a definite 
agreement would be entered into by the 
Democrats to elect Mr. Sherman for the short 
term. 

This cohdition was refused by the Demo- 
crats representing Col. Lewis, because as is 
now pretty well established, they could not 
deliver enough Democratic votes. It was 
meade after the Lewis Democrats had refused 
to enter a joint caucus, in which the high 
man was to take the long term and the next 
man the short term. 


New Alignment Looked For. 

It followed a final and flat turndown ofa 
proposal that Republicans and Progressives 
enter an agreement to elect Sherman and 
Frank H, Funk. 

The Sherman statement, it is felt by his 
friends, is the last attempt which can be 
made by the Republicans to bring about an 
amicable and above board solution of the 
deadiock. They claim now that the only 
propogal upon which Gov. Dunne and Col. 
Lewis have to stand upon, in view-of the re- 
peated pronouncements of the governor, hag 
been repudiated by the Democrats, and the 
next step is a new alignment all through. 

Joint caucuses respectively of the Republi- 
cans, Progressives, and Democrats are in 
progress at the capital. There may be action 
which will shatter the deadlock tomorrow. 

Some of Col. Lewis’ managers took mat- 
ters in their own hands and sought to sign 
up Democrats to agree to the Lewis-Sher- 
man proposition. Reporte are at variance 
as to their success. Some figures have forty- 
five Democrats as ready to do buginess on 
the basis suggested. Others have it as low as 
twenty. 


Democrats Will Not Unite. 

The upshot of the uncertainty probably wil] 
pe that the Sherman forces, as they did to- 
day, will refuse to take any chances unless 
there shall have been a binding Democratic 
caucue on the proposal, with enough Demo- 
crates inside the caucus to do the business 
This now seems almost an improbability. 

It appears nearly certain that at least forty 
Democrats who are for the “ two or none ” 
idea will decline to stand for the Lewis 
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Sherman deal. and that they will insist to the 
last that Charles Boeschenstein, the caucus 
nominee for the short term, gets the ‘‘ double 
cross ” af soon as such a deal is engineered. 


Dunne in Confident Mood. 

Gov. Dunme is confident tonight that the 
deadiock will be broken tomorrow by the 
election of Lewis and Sherman for the long 
| term and short term respectively. At 10 
o'clock he said he had' assurance that thirty- 

eight Democrats have signed an agreement 
to vote tomorrow ae indicated, and that there 
will be enough tomorrow to do the business, 
giving plenty of allowances for any Republi- 
can defections. 

The agreement is being signed in the gov-. 
ernor’s office. The Democratic caucus was 
called off by Representative Karch after this 
agreement was placed in circulation by Gov. 
Dunne. 


Long Term for Sherman? 

The experts now see a chance for the elec- 
tion of Sherman for the long term and 
Boeschenstein for the short, and it will not be 
surprising if such might be the event of the 
deadlock, provided tonight’s caucuses do not 
conclude in the consummation of the Lewis- 
Sherman compact. 

The Sherman statement today, made after 
the right of the floor to Mr. Sherman had 
been declined by Speaker Mc ley, was the 
most sensational development of the three 
months’ deadlock. It precipitated a pariia- 
mentary row which kept the joint session at 
work for nearly three hours. 

It gave Lee O’Neil Browne the chance to 
make this statement with respect to his ac- 
tions in 10900: 

“I have never been ashamed of what I did. 
I would do the same thing over again under 
the same circumstances, and my people at 
home know it.’’

Secretary of State Delivers 
Three Addresses on the 
Subject in Chicago. 


HE WELCOMES CRITICISM. 


“Say What You Want About Me, 
but Be Careful of Other Na- 
tions,”’ His Advice. 


Secretary of State William J. Bryan told 
three Chicago audiences yesterday that his 
efforts at Washington woul be centered on 
keeping the United States at peace with al 
the world. He said that also would be the 
policy of the Wilson administration. 

The secretary spent what he termed a 
“ social '’ day in the city. He avoided po- 
litical conferences of all kinds and made it 
plain that he was adhering to his determina- 
tion to use both ears and say as little ase 
possible. 

He lunched with the Southern club at noon 
and made a short talk; participated in the 
exhibit of the Chicago Tuberculosis institute 
at 2:30; addressed members of the Press Club | 
of Chicago shortly afterwards, and at night 
attended a banquet at the Union League club, 
where he also spoke. He departed for Wesh- 
ington on a late train. 


At the Union League Club. 

That the world in general and the United 
States as a leader is just entering into an 
era of real progress, ready to overturn poli- 
cles and fictions of centuries, was the gist 
of Secretary Bryan’e speech at the Union 
League club. 

Moral awakening, governmental awaken- 
ing, and quickening of public sentiment are 
taking place in every country in the world, 
according to the secretary, who took ex- 
amples for this country to prove his points. 

That the United States is only now ready 
to accept and appreciate reforms which he 
has been advocating for years or which have 
been advocated by others was one of his 
declarations. 

“Had I been elected on one of the many 
occasions I sought the high office of presi- 
dent,’’ he said, ‘‘ I doubt if I should have been 
able to accomplish the things that I stood for 
as will Mr. Wilson be able to accomplish the 
reforms he stands for. The people now have + 
reached an ere of progress that was long in 
coming. But it is here now, not only in this 
country, but throughout the word.’’ 


Sees Many Advances. 

Advance in education, awakening of the 
moral spirit, and a change in public aspect of 
governmental affairs are the marks of prog- 
ress pointed out by the secretary of estate. 

‘‘Tilinois will have the record of being the 
last state to see a senatorial deadlock,”’ he 
said. ‘*‘ The constitutional amendment iscer- 
tain of passage, and such deadlocks as you 
now have will soon be things of the past. 

“You also have seen your last great na- 
tional convention. Before another president 
is elected enough states will have adopted the 
presidentia! primaries to make the choice ofa 
party the c..o'-¢ of the people and not ofa set 
of men. 


Means People Will Rule. 

“This popular election of senators will 
raise the standard of our greatest body. It 
has been a long and a hard fight of more 
than twenty years, but its final success means 
that whenever the people desire a thing 
they are going to rule. 

“ Throughout the world the sentiment of 
the present day is toward fairness for all 
people, and not for the special interests of 
a few. That is the trend of the time. Itis 
the reign of progress and is the real sign of 
the present day.” 

Mr. Bryan was introduced by William Mc- 
Surely, the newly elected president of the 
Union League club, who took office last 
night along with the rest of the incoming 
administration. 


Praises Tuberculosis Institute. 

He praised the efforts of the Tuberculosis 
institute to eradicate the white plague, pre- 
dicted that the nation as well as the states 
would soon aid in this crusade and person- 
ally pledged himeelf to do everything in his 
power to assist in wiping out tuberculosis and 
like diseases, 

He was heartily applauded when he said 
that the preservation of human life is of far 
more importance than the conservation of 
natural resources, the exhaustion of which, 
he said, is now causing so much alarm. 
Mayor Harrison was to have introduced Mr. 


Bryan at the tuberculosis exhibit, but faite 
to put in an appearance. 
At the Press club he was presented by i U. 


Higginbotham, who was a law student with 
Mr. Bryan. The secretary invited the news- 


Paper men to criticize his official eonduct 
and ‘said if he found their criticism well 
founded he would do his utmost-to correct 
the mistakes complained of. 


Wants Errors Pointed Out.. 

“I will be grateful to you for calling my 
attention to any errors Imay make,” he said, 
“no matter what your motive, for some- 
times even our enemies help us. In this re- 
spect, I believe I can speak for my colleagues 
as well as myself. 

“TI have been with the president and his 
cabinet long. enough to know that their sole 
desire ig to help the country and that thcy 
will welcome suggestions, But of one thing 
I want to caution you. Say anything you 
want about me and my department, but be 
very careful what you Say regarding ques- 
tions affecting other countries, — 

“ AS secretary of state I come in contact 
with the people of.other lands, and lam sure 
that I represent the.majority of our people, 
the president, and his advisers when I assure 
the people of other countries that we are at 
peace with all the world and desire to deal 
justly with them, It is our business to set an 
example; it is our business to show how high 
an ideal we have, just as it is the business of 
newspapers to show how — an ideal a jour- 
nalist may. have.” 


Delayed by Storm. 

Mr. Bryan arrived in the morning from 
his home in Lincoln. He passed through the 
Nebraska storm area and as a result his 
train was more than four hours late in reach- 
ing here. He expressed his sorrow at the 
extent of the storm damage and the loss of 
life and also commented feelingly on the 
suffering caused by the Ohio and Indiana 
floods. 

Mr. Bryan said he watched the approach of 
the Nebraska tornado from the porch of his 
home at Fairview. 

“There seemed to be two great menacing 
clouds,”” he said, “sort of double twisters, 
and I was fascinated by them. They were 
high in the air and passed over Lincoln 
without doing any damage. 

“As I rode on the train through the coun- 
try between Lincoln and’ Omaha I was eur- 
prised to find that practically no damage 
had been done in the open country. It ap- 
peared as if the tornado picked out Omaha, 
swept down on it, and then started on its 
way of further destruction.” 

At the station the secretary was met by 
Richard C. Hall, A. F. Alien, and Percy C. 
Eckhart of the Union League club, and Guy 
M. Armstrong and: ‘George Drewry of the 
Southern club. At the Press club he was 
joined by Congressman Richmond Pearson 
Hobson of Alabama and Congressman Mar- 
tin B. Madden of Chicago.

At a recent trial In North Carolina, 
says the Journal of the American Medica! 
pots Fie ah nln schnared 
nocence of the defendant hinged on 
whether @ girl was or was not 14 years 
old. 

It was admitted thet she was over 13, 
but ft was claimed that she was not yet 
14. How was this point proved? In a 
, State which had had modern birth regis- 
tration for fourteen years this would have 
been easy. The court would have called 
for a certified copy of the girl's 
record, But in North Carolina there has 
been no birth registration. How could the 
court ascertain the facts? An old family 
Bible was fownd with a record of the 
child’s birth, the monthly report cards 
of ber school teacher were introduced, and 
the teacher identified her records, and an 
old negro nurse testified as to the age of 
the child. Family Bible records are 
known to be loosely kept, entries often be- 
ing made months or even years after the 

events. ‘The school teacher's records were 
only corroborative, while the “ black mam- 
— Tecollections after thirteen years 
were practically worthless,

PROTECTING THE BLOOD. 

HE blood runs from the heart through 

the arteries to the capillaries and 

then back through the yeins to the 

heart. The blood is always inside a 

closed tube. When the structure of 

man was planned it was seen at once that 

the important tissue—the blood—must be 

protected against infection. On the other 

hand, in order that the tissues should be 

nourished it was seen to be necessary for 

the liquids to ooze out of the vessels in order 

that the cells of the body might soak in 

them. Therefore, the smal! blood stream 

was so arranged that food could easily soak 

out, but that harmful things could not 
soak in. 

od 

Now, whenever any arrangement for 
soaking out is provided an arrangement for 
soaking in must also be provided, else, pres- 
ently, everything will be out and nothing 
will be in. | 

The arrangement proyided was that what- 
ever had got out could get back in again 
by flowing into certain spaces and then 
flowing along certain tubes and through 
certain filters and finally back into the blood 
stream. 

This especial arrangement for getting the 
tissue juices back into the blood stream is 
known as the lymphatic system. It is an 
adjunct to the blood system, especially pro- 
vided to make it safe for the blood fluids 
to do their work. 


ey : 

A properly arranged lymphatic system 
must have opety mouths. It must be easy 
for anything to get in. Therefore, the 
lymph vessels Start as open mouthed tubes, 
lying everywhere around the cells, and any 
liquid or solid that gets under the skin or 
through the mucous membrane can get at 
once inte a lymph vessel. 

Disaster, however, would wait around 
every corner unless a way was provided to 
filter the lymph and thus keep dangerous 
substances out of the blood. ‘These filters 
are called lymph glands. It ig impossible 
for the lymph to get into the blood until it 
has gone through several of these lymph 
glands. 


io 

The little kernels that appear here and 
there under the skin are lymph glands. So 
long as their work is not too great they are 
small, in fact, usually too small to be felt. 

When they grow large enough to be felt 
it means something. It means that they 
are being called upon to do an excessive 
amount of work and they are pertvang hard 
to do it. 

If they get tender and paittal it means 
that the job is more than they cau stand 
up under. The gland is straining out the 
germs, saving the blood stream from pollu- 
fion, but the poison is proving too much for 
the filter. 

A swollen, tender, inflamed gland is a 
bad condition, but better the gland should 
suppurate than the blood stream should be 
polluted.

left handed descendant of Queen Hortense 
of Holland. 

Hortense was the fair but frail daughter 
of Empress Josephine by her first husband, 
the Vicomte de Beauharnais. 

Queen Hortense while occupying the throne 
of Holland had many admirers, One ofthem 
was the Comte Charles de Flauhault, the 
father of her son, who afterward became 
the first Duc de Morny, the present duke 
being the second of his line. 

Another of her admirers was a good !ook- 
ing Dutch diplomat of the name of Baron 
Heeckeren, by whom she had a son, who 
received the name of Georges D’ Anthes. 

After the overthrow of the Bonapartes, 
Baron Heeckeren retained sufficient influence 
in high plaées to secure his appointment as 
Dutch minister plenipotentiary at St. Peters- 
burg, and he took along with him his son 
by Queen Hortense, i 

~~ 

Young D’Anthes was extremely good look- 
ing, and owing to his parentage, Which was 
no secret to Emperors Alexander and Nich- 
olas. they permitted the young fellow to 
receive his military training in the imperial 
school of pages. On graduation he received 
a commission in the crack regiment of Cheva- 
liers de la Garde. 

Meanwhile Baron Heeckeren had ‘eaitie 
adopted him, and he was known by the name 
got Baron Georges Heeckerén D’Anthes. In 
course of time he married one of the daugh- 
ters of Nicholas Goncharoff, and thus be- 
came a brother-in-law of the famous Rus- 
siah poet, Alexander Pushkin, who had mar- 
ried Natalie Goncharoff. 


position, and, having inherited from his ma- 
ternal great-grandfather, Hannibal, the fav- 
orite coal black negro general of Peter the 
Great, some Of the marked physical charac- 
teristics of the negro race, including the dark 
complexion, thick lips, and peculiar hair, 
realized that in looks at any rate he suffered 
by contrast with his extremely handsome 
brother-in-law. Heeckeren d’Anthes, whose 
comeliness was of the blond type. 

Pushkin ended by becoming canvinced that 
his domestic happiness. had heen wrecked by 
Heeckeren d’Anthes, insisted upon challeng- 
ing him toa duel, and received a fatal wound, 
to which he succumbed a few hours after- 
wards. 

Although the duel had been forced upon 
Heeckeren d’Anthes, and he fiad no alterna- 
tive but to fight, he was courtmartialed, de- 
prived of his commission in the Muscovyite 
army, and expelled from Russia in deference 
to public indignation, due to the immense 
popularity of Pushkin, as the best loved of 
all national poets, 

In fact, to this day patriotic Russians con- 
sider it netceséary fo expectorate, in token 
of execration and disgust, when the name of 
Heeckeren d’Anthes is mentioned,

Heeckeren d Anthes, on leaving Russia. 
made his way to Paris, and, eleven years 
later, when his half-brother, Napoleon IITI., 
Was elected to the presidency of the French 
republic, he attached him-<elf to his fortunes. 

After the coup d'état which landed Na- 
poleon on the throne of France Heeckeren 
é'Anthes was created a senator and received 
a number of other lucrative offices and digni- 
ties, besides an annuity from the imperial 
privy purse. 

He had a son and namesake. Baron Georges 
Heeckeren d'Anthes, whose son, young

and then wonder that out of more than 
4,000 children housed in the D. D. D. dur- 
ing the year only seventeen took advantage 
of the opportunity to run away. 


PLAYGROUND is not the only lack. 

There. ase°Unly four dormitories, in 
which |the daily newcomers, after a bath 
and inspection, must be quartered. As a 
result measles and other |contagious dis- 
eases frequently break out, and one or an- 
other of the dormitories is under quaran- 


-tine-a good part of the time—all of which 
‘might be avoided if there were proper pro- 


vision for isolating| the new children. It 
has also developed that because the funds 
provided by -the county for the building 
were exhausted before it was completed, 
the ventilation system which showed up 
beautifully in the plan was entirely omit- 
ted, sa that the air in the rooms quickly 
becomes foul.

In the 
opinion of those who are giving their lives 
to the work and who, naturally, know most 
about its needs, the present location in the 
heart of the slums is not the best or even 
a good place for the home. The air is thick 
with smoke and dirt, the streets and alleys 
are filthy; the present building cannot pe 
well adapted to the purpose for which it is 
used. There are other conditions which 
make the work of the teachers and matrons 
difficult and often fruitless. And it is im- 
possible to continue carting the children 
and their parents’ back and forth across 


the city twice a day.

F Johnny Jones is to have the best show 


which the peoplé of Chicagé can give 
him the Juvenile court and the home must 
be located together on a block of two or 
three heres far enough removed from the 
slum district to get plenty of fresh air and 
sunshine. Expensive buildings are not 
wanted. A few cheap cottages to house 
the different classes of children by them- 
selves, a suitable room for the court, with 
most of the space given up to out of door 
playgrounds are the plain necessities of the 
case. 

“ A couple of acres of grass and a few 
tents would do,” says one ofthe devoted 
women at the home. “ We've got to get 
these boys and girls out into the sunshine 
and fresh cir. If the people of Chicago 
could come over and see the thirty heavy 
villains I’ve got in that room I know that 
somehow it would be fixed.” 

But the county and the city are both 
broke. How then shall the impossible be 
accomplished? The city owns several smal] 
parks, not occupied by gymnasiums and as- 
sembly halls, one of which might furnish a 
site for the new home. And there may be 
a rich man living in Chicago who would 
see how fair a monument to his memory 
would be the erection of buildings in which 
the heglected boys and girls of the city may 
be straightened out and given a fresh start 
in life. 

Johnny Jones at his worst is a most ap- 
pealing little beggar.

Servia acted on the advice of 
the French and Russian ministers, who noti- 
fied the Servian premier that the powers 
had come to the unalterable decision that 
Scutari must belong to the future state of 
Albania. 


Yields to Austria’s Demand. 

CETTTINJE, Montenegro, March 26.~The 
Montenegrin government, in replying to the 
Austro-Hungarian note, agreed today to per- 
mit the civilian population of Scutari to 
leave the city. This wae the most radical! of 
Austria's demands. 

At the same time Montenegro informs Aus- 
tria that the Montenegrin government has 


| addressed a note to the powers protesting 


against Austria’s action, which it calls a 
breach of neutrality. 


Proposal of New Frontier. 

COLOGNE, Germany, March 25.—The reply 
of the Balkan alles to the powers on the sug- 
gested mediation will propose that the future 
frontier between Turkey and Bulgaria should 
run from Midia on the Black sea by way of 
Muradli above Rodoste to the Gulf of Saros, 
an inlet of the Aegean sea. In this way Bul- 
garia would be excluded from the Sea of Mar- 
mora, in accordance with the desire of the 
powers, 

Bulgaria, however, and the other Balkan 
allies insist on the payment of an indemnity 
by Turkey. . 

They ate willing to suspend hostilities at 
once jf Turkey surrenders the fortress of 
Adrfanople and demobilizes its armies.

March 25--All tele 
graph lines from Neuyo Laredo to interior 
Mexico have been cut, and there is no com- 
munication to Monterey and Mexico City ex- 
cept by way of Galveston. according to dis- 
patches received at the state department to- 
day. Official reports have been received of 
the fighting at Cananea yesterday in which 
Robert Charlot, a New York mining engineer, 
and Pablo Soto, an American merchant at 
Cananea, were killed while watching the 
fight. 

The Mexican embassy today issued a state- 
ment saying a report from the Mexican secre- 
tary of war showed that seventy-five revo- 
jutionist chiefs and 11,302 rebel soldiers voi- 
untanily surrendered to the government from 
Feb, 22 to March 17.

W. W. O’Brien attempted to prove on cross 
examination of Mrs. Hojecki that Burnham 
had failed properly to provide for his wife, 
and that on many occasions she was com- 
pelled to eat free lunch in the rear of the sa- 
loon.

I bought wrapping paper and 
string, and counting cost of all material and 
fuel I found that one-half of what I took ifn 
was profit.

got it on a regular day, I have four children. 
so I never bad any left, as any that I did not 
sell the day it was fresh was consumed by 
my own family.

Just a couple of weeks ago I discovered an- 
other pin money maker for me that proved 
far more successful than 1 ever dreained of. 
It is making and selling greens in blankets... 
These I make fresh every Wednesday and Sat- 
urday juat to people, who give me orders ahead. 
I could not keep up selling to all those ‘rhe 
call, I receive 25 cents per dozen and hey 
certainly are worth it. I make them as fol- 
lows: The day before I set my yeast at noon 
just as I would for bread. At night I put on 
a quart of sweet milk to seald (not boil). 
into which I put a large cup of lard, one-half 
cup of sugar, a littie grated nutmeg, and 
salt to taste. When scalded take off the 
stove and let cool. When cool add yeast to 
and stiffen just as for bread, but not aa atiff. 
Let it raise until morning. Early in the morn- 
ing put plenty of lard in a spider to brown. 
Put as much cabbage, nicely cut into squares, 
as spider will hold. Brown cabbage a golden 
brown, Then cut dough oblong shape and in 
eenter of each put as much cabbage as it will 
hold, Then close and grease each with plenty 
of lard. Let them raise well. Then’hake a 
golden brown. Grease again when taken out 
of oven. Much depends on raising the dough.

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Advice from a Grocer. 


In my experience as a grocer a number of 
people have come to me about the high cost of 
living. I have sympathized with them, but as 
I appreciated their trade I did not tell them 
the honest truth, that they were living beyond 
their means. : 

To the people with brains there is no such 
thing as “high cost of living,” but if porter- 
house steak, olives, asparagus, salted almonds, 
mushrooms are their only thoughts, they should 
call it their own wasteful extravagance. 

My advice is to eat less canned goods, 
to the way our parents lived, and eat 
navy beans, cabbage, spinach, carrots, 
beets, onions, etc., which are as cheap 
were years ago. 

Another thing, buy in bulk in staples; a peck 
of parsnips hardly costs anything, and. will 
keep for two months. Sugar in sales week 
often can be bought cheaper-in ten or rage 
pound lots. When potatoes are two pecks r 
85 cents it is wrong to buy one peck and pay 
25 cents rather than take the two pecks, 

So many people fry their meat in creamery 
butter; fry their omelets, their potatoes in it. 
There are so a substitutes now which taste 
so near like butter that for cooking purposes 
these should be ‘used. My parents used lard, but 
times have changed; people live more extrava- 
gantly. People buy fruit for fruit salads and 
pay 20 cents a dozen for the bananas, 45 cents 
a dozen for the oranges, etc. Every day I pick 
out five.or six dozen blackened skin bananas, a 
couple dozen of slightly softened oranges, pine- 
apples, etc., because people would scorn to buy 
ripe fruit at 5 or 7 cents a dozen who want to 
make a fruit salad, so all these edible fruits 
and vegetables are thrown out by the grocer. 

I don’t want to tell my customers directiy 
to their faces that they are extravagant, but [ 
hope they will read this. As to meats, I don’t 
want people to buy pickled tripe because it is 
8 cents @ pound; but good:lamb stew meat is 
also 9 cents a pound, good mutton chops are 
only 12 cents, smoked. pork shoulders and pic- 
nic hams are 12% cents a pound, pork loins 
12% cents, and these only weigh four pounds 
at the most. If you muet eat steak eat flank 
steak at 14 cents. Porterhouse steak and pork 
tenderloin frenched always was expensive and 
always will bé@ A GROCER.

<A French scientist has brought out that the 
electric current can serve to some extent in 
the place of nourishment for the human body. 
Should this idea be carried to its fullest limits 
it may be possible to dispense with taking food 
and simply remain for a few minutes in a high 
frequency electric room, so as to have the body 
saturated with what might be called electrical 
nourishment, or, in more accurate language, the 
electric currents act to restore energy to the 
human body in a manner which is analogous to 
the effect of food. 

When high frequency currents first began to 
be used, as Prof. Bergonié says, it was shown 
by D’Arsonval that these could set up striking 
heat effects in the organism, so that the human 
body is internally heated. Owing to their harm- 
less action, no other effect than development 
of heat is produced. 

He finds that, in experiments made at Bor- 
deaux college, overworked or enfeebled persons, 
anemics, and the like, showed that the current 
caused a toning up of the system and abolished 
stomach overwork. Force reappeared, and he 
found a considerable gain in weight.

Warm baths are of extreme antiquity. Among 
the aborigines of the various countries vapor 
baths were made by heating stones red hot, 
pouring water over them, and sitting in the 
steam. 

The heat of the warm bath draws the bload

The weight of 
years did not deter me from going calling here 
and there with her, though I had to fairly plead 
with her to shake off her weariness and accom- 
pany me. At the free lectures by degrees I 
made myself acquainted with those cornected 
with them. In good time we became friends. 
We were invited to their homes. My daughter 
met other girls and their brothers. I made it 
so enjcyvable.for the young folks and their 
friends that they were pleased to come again. 
A cup of tea, a plate of crullers, and some ap- 
ples did not cost much. They enjoyed coming 
again and again. One young man came often 
to take his sister home. Now he comes of his 
own accord and Las begun escorting my daugh- 
ter about, which is a Godsend tome. I can now 
rest my weary, rheumatic bones at home these 
cold, weary nights. Every mother should make 


efforts to secure for her daughters a happy 
future when there is no one but them to do it.”

The woman across the hall is also a widow 
with a daughter in the same occupation—em- 
ployed in a store. ‘! My girl has no time to be 
gadding about after she gets home tired,” she 
declares. ‘There's supper to be gotten, the 
dishes to wash, the place to tidy up, to say 
nothing of a little washing and mending. Then 
it's 10 o’clock, high time to go to bed, before 
we realize it. That’s the way of it, winter and 
summer. Guess if there’s a mate for her he'll 
walk right upstairs on some business or an- 
other. As for company, money comes too hard 
to spend a cent on entertaining other girls and 
their fellows, who are looking out for their own 
interests, not for ours. I'm too tired to drag 
myself out after dinner. I like to sit down 
with my evening papers and read after the 
streets are quiet. Girls shouldn't expect their 
a to push them.”

the crowd or the jeers of the opponents, 
throws some other ball than the one the 
catcher signals for. 


Broken Fingers as Result. 
When he sees the receiver going far back 
of the plate for the ball he has missed, or 
worse yet, sees a broken finger dangling at 
the end of the backstop’s hand, only then 
does he realize what he has done, 

The youngsters alone are not always to 
blame. Sometimes some of the older twirl- 
ers get absent minded and throw some other 
ball at the cateher than the one for which he 
signaled and only become aware of the over- 
sight when they find themselves the object 
of some vigorous language issuing from be- 
hind the bars of the catcher’s mask. 

** Me for the old Athletic pitchers,’’ ended 
Paddy, with a sigh. ‘“ Those were the boys 
for you. Never a finger signal would I use 
at all. Just a nod of my head, ora wag of 
theirs, sometimes not even that, and then 
back would come the ball with a speed ofa 
rifie bullet straight into the hole called for.

AIDS GOOD ROADS MOVEMENT 


Indiana Legislature Distributes 
' Lieense Fees for Pathways. 


INDUCEMENT FOR COUNTIES, 


Premium Placed on Activity in Im- 
provements by Law. 


The good roads movement received a great 
boost in Indiana through the action of the 
state legislature in providing that all license 
fees for automobiles and motorcycles shell 


! be distributed in the counties of the state for 


the specific purpose of improving roads. 

The law, in effect, places a premium on good 
roads and offers each county a practical) in- 
ducement for activity in road improvement 
by providing that portions of the fees received 


by the state are to be distributed among the coun- 
ties for the purpose of building more good roads. 
Thus the more good roads any county builds 
the more road money is distributed to that county. 
Motorcyclists were active in obtaining the pas- 
sage of this law, among them being Q F. Me- 
Lain, president of the Indiana district of the 
Federation of American Motorcyclists. 
The law does away with ali license fees exeept 
om to the state, thus reducing the total licenge 
cost. Previously it has been $2 to the state and 
$1 to the city. Hereafter it will be $2 to the state 
alone. This fee relates only to motorcycles. The 
lNcense fees for automobiles range from $5 to $20, 
depending on the horsepower of the automobile. 
All such fees received by the state will be dis- 
tributed as follows: One-third to be divided equally 
} among the counties of the state, one-third to be 
divided among the counties in the proportion that 
the number @f miles of free gravel and macadam 
foads in the county bear to the entire mileage of 
the state, one-third to be divided among the coun- 
ties on the basis of the amount.received from the 
counties for license registration.

Olson Will Meet Those Interest- 
ed in Tribunal on Saturday. 


MENTIONED. 


Hopkins or Goodnow May Be Chief 
Justice’s Choice. 


Details of the new morals tribunal, which, 
will be establighed on April 1 in the Munic!- 
pal court, will be/worked out on Saturday at

Clubwomen Stirred by Criti- 
_ cism Following Conference 
on Saturday. 


DR. BLOUNT INDIGNANT. 


— 


Declares Courts Always Favor 
Man Because the Judges 
All Are Men. 


Another women’s divorce conference will 
be called within a short time as a result of 
the controversy between the participants 
and the Hlinois @ivorce commission over last 
Saturday's meeting. 

Leaders among the women have individu- 
ally denounced Judge Marcus Kavanagh and 
other commissioners for reading their rego- 
lutions as meaning “ free love,” and are de- 
sirous that a concerted protest be made. 

Dr. Anna BE. Blount of Oak Park, chafiiman 
of Saturday's conference, yesterday renewetl 
her criticism of the stand taken by the di- 
vorce commission, and particularly regarding 
the “free love’ interpretation given the 


resolutions, of which she wae co-author 


: 


with the secretary, Mrs. A. A. Janotta. 
Dr. Blount Makes Statement. 

“As chairman of the divorce conference 
at the Congress on Saturday I wish to cor- 
rect one point in the published teport of the 
action taken by that meeting,” said Dr. 
Blount. ‘“‘ The 
and feeble mindedness grounds for divorée 
was rejected by the conference. 

* I had heard s0 much comment of mingled 
indignation and amusement on the public 
meeting of the divorce commission that it 
seemed advisable to hear what a body of 
representative club women would say on 
the subject. A: general invitation was ex- 
tended by announcing the meeting at the 
various clubs, go the audience was fairly 
representative, 

“ This conference was of the opinion that 
the bill now in the legislature at the instiga- 
tion ‘of the self-constituted divorce commis- 
sion is pernicious. 

“Women file the petitions in three-fourths 
of all divorce suite in the United States, and 
are granted two-thirds of the divorces. Men 
file one-fourth ofthe petitions and are grant- 
ed one-third of the divorces. 


Says Courts Favor Men. 

“ A man, if he applies for a divorce, has a 
5O per cent better chance to get it than a 
woman. Why? Because the judges are men, 
the lawyers are yen, ami the laws are made 
by men. 

“It is natural, then, that women should 
watch with some misgivings the efforts of a 
body like this same self-constituted divorce 
commission to‘add expense to the neceseary 
divorce proceedings, and to have the state's 
attorney defend all divorce suits. 

“ And as to the epithet of free lovesromptly 
hurled at us by members of that commission, 
I confess I was not a little surprised and in- 
dignant. I eam not one to be scared by epi- 
thets. 

“If I were td | Qing the epithet ‘ purchased 
love ' at Judge Kavanagh it would not eluci- 
date the situation. I can only say the epeak- 
ers at our conference, most of them mothers 
of families, negd no defense of their honor 
and integrity at my hands 

“The keynote of our conference was the 
welfare of the child. and to that end we depre- 
cated the continuance of marriages that 
would add more children of bad heredity to 
fill our already replete institutions for feeble- 
minded, insane, and other defectives 

** Judge Kavanagh's concern for little chi!- 
dren will do little good if its object is to keep 
these children in a home where man and 
woman are shut up against their will like 
rats in a trap. 


Where Collusion Figures: 

“ The welfare of the potential child, as well 
as that of the actual child, must be consid- 
ered. To that end every divorce petition 
where collusion figures should be granted. 
In Japan, Italy, Belgium, Austria, Norway, 
and Sweden divorce is granted by mutual 
consent or for ‘aversion.’

COUNTY BOARD BACKER. 


Commissioners Pass Resolutions 
Criticising Work of 
Architect. 


“ ‘Phe more we hear about that new county 
hospital, the more it appears like a sort of a 
monument to the designer, or the county 
board, or others entitled to the credit. It is 
to cost $2,560,000, while the monument to 
Abraham Lincoln, the preserver of the 
union, will cost only $2,000,000, according to 
press reports.” . 

This was the comment yesterday of Coun- 
ty Commissioner Mitchell, after the county 
board had listened to recommended changes 
in the hospital plans, which Superintgndent 
of Public Service Kenyon said “ means an 
actual gain to the taxpayers of approxi- 
mately $500,000.” The board had also by 
eleven votes ordered Paul Gerhardt, former 
county architect, to “ desist from interfer- 
ence ’’ in the construction of the building. 


Gerhardt’s Work Criticised. 
Continuing, the resolution adopted reads; 
* Resolved further, That this action is 

taken also in view of the several omissions 
and inaccuracies in the plans prepared by 
said Patil Gerhardt for said new county hos- 
pital building, and his failure to report addi- 
tions and changes in said-plans for considera- 
tion and approval by the board of commis- 
sioners, all of which have lately come to the 


Heretofore it has been the contention of 
Gerhardt that he had a contract with the 
county board for the erection of the county 
hospital, despite the appointment of Richard 
E. Schmidt as county architect. There have 
been clashes on the actual construction. 
Gerhardt’s men claim the contractors have 
been taking orders from them. Schmidt's 
assistants say that all orders have originated 
with them. 


Doctors Back Schmidt. 

Recently Mr. Schmidt suggested certain 
ehanges in the plans. President McCormick 
appointed a committee to pass upon these 
suggestions. That committee was composed 
of Drs. Albert J. Ochsner, Henry B. Favill, 
end William’ L. Baum, and J. A. Hornsby, 
superintendent of the Michael Reese hospi- 
tal, and Louis R,. Curtis, superintendent «uf 
St. Luke’s hospital. They approved all of 
the suggestions made by Mr. Schmidt and 
yesteray transmitted their report tothe coun- 
ty board through the superintendent of pub- 
lic service. Commenting upon the report of 


yon says: 

“The present plans show 517 beds for 
patients and 116 for warden, internes, drug- 
gists, and chief clerk. In other words, 20 


per cent of the valuable space ie given over 
to warden, Intermes, and others. Included in 
the 517 beds are 100 shown ‘iin sun parlors, 
which are not suitable for the permanent 
care of patients, and, according to the com- 
mittee, should not be included. Therefore 
the county is spending $2.560,000 approx!i- 
mately to provide quarters and service for 
417 patients, which ie at the rate of $6,290 
per patient, practically all whom are located 
in wards. 
Costs More than Hotel, 

“The cost per bed in the Michael Reese 
hospital, where many are expensive private 
suites, is $2,500, and in the German hospital 
$2,200. The average cost per room in the 
Hotel La Salle is approximately $2,000 and 
approximately $1,800 in the Hotel Sherman. 

“The changes recommended by this com- 
mittee will increase the number of patients’ 
beds by ninety-four, which, in proportion to 
the total cost of the building, is equivalent 
to the construction of an additional build- 
ing valued at $444,150. The revision of the 
plumbing and equipment specifications will 
probably effect a saving of $50,000.” 

It is probable the board will approve the 
suggested changes. The vote yesterday on 
the Gerhardt resolution indicates that sev- 
eral commissioners, who have heretofore 
stood by him, have broken.away. 


Bartzen a Bit Late, 

Bartzen entered the board room while the 
roll was being calied on the Gerhardt resolu- 
tion. He heard his name called and rushed 
in. He was too late to register any objection. 
All other members of the board present voted 
in favor of the resolution. Previously a con- 
ference was held in the president’s office, 
which apparently caused some of the board 
members to change their views, 

The state’s attorney's pay roll was held up. 
Mr. Hoyne changed the salaries of some 3f 
his assistants and some of the commission- 


ers objected. Another meeting will be held 


today to fight the matter out.

Frost “Dummy” Entryman 
Contradicts Government 
Testimony. 


‘NOT ON TWO PAY ROLIS. 


Denies Working for Both Rail- 
road and Uncle Sam at 
- Same Time. 


Several alleged “ dummy ” entrymen testi- 
fled for the defenge yesterday in the tria) of 
Albert C. Frost and four other defendants 
charged with conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment out of Alaska coal lands Their 
testimony consisted chiefly of statements to 
the effect that they had taken out coal land 
claims for their own use and benefit. 

The government on cross examination at- 
tempted to cantrovert this by showing that 
the witnesses never had paid anything toward 
reimbursing Frost and his associates for 
their large expenditures of money in develop- 
ing the claims. 


Star Witness for Frost. 

Axthur J. Mullen, receiver of the United 
States land office at Jumeau, Alaska, one of 
the first witnesses of the day, was regarded 
by the defense as a star witness for Frost. 
He was called to controvert certain evidence 
of Oscar G. Lalberee of Spokane, who bed 
testified that he withdrew from the deals in 
1906 with ea warning to Frost that the latter 
was heading toward the penitentiary. 

Mullen testified that Laberee had written 
him as late as 1908, inquiring as to the status 
of his claim. On cross examination by B. D. 
Townsend, special assistant attorney general, 
the government tried to show that Mullen was 
on the federal pay roll and Frost's pay roll 
at the same time. This Mullen emphatically 
denied. 


Frost Letter Introduced. 

At this point the prosecution introduced 
a letter written by Frost in 1909 to Richard 
A. Ballinger, then secretary of the interior, 
urging the reappointment of Mullen to his 
position in the land office. 

* He is efficient, kriows the country well, 
and is accommodating,’ Frost's letter read. 

“Isn't it a fact that your reappointment 
in 1906 was at the request of the Frost peo- 
ple?” Mr. Townsend asked. 

*“ No, not go far as I know,” said Mullen. 

Other witnesses were J. W. Fitzgerald, an 
old acquaintance of Frost; C. W. Merrilies, 
former traffic manager of the Chicago and 
Milwaukee Electric road; BE. H. Vivian, for- 
mer claim agent of the road, and W. V. Grif- 
fen, secretary of the Northwestern Elevated 
railroad.
